Sierra Vista 


No decisien 
reached on 
park site 


The pot continued to boll over 
the proposed Sierra Vista Park 
Site Tuesday night when the City 


Council held a zone change 
hearing. 

A number of residents of the 
area were on hand to express 
their opinions pro and con, 

The Council, however, had 


no intentions at the meeting to 
make any changes in the zoning 
of the controversial plece of 
property after hearing a Plan- 
ning Commission recommenda-~ 


tion and that of city attorney, 
Donald E, Maroney, that the 
city should first purchase the 


property. 

Reason being, if the residen- 
tial zoning was changed toa park 
zone the land would remain in its 
present barren state. The owner 
would be unable to sell to a de- 
veloper and the way some of the 
residents view it they would 
prefer homes across the street 
instead of an empty field. 

On the other hand, tf the city 
did purchase itand then changed 
the zoning, the residents still 
wanted to know how long it would 
be before the city puts any im- 
provements into it, 

It has been the city’s policy to 
buy such property when avall- 
able with an eye to the future, 
even if there is no immediate 
need. Thus, the land could re- 
main idle for years. 

Another point irritating the 


perimeter residents involves 
plans for the park. Many of the 
area resident don't want a 
‘baseball’ park. No Little 
League, Colt League, Bloomer 
Girls’ League or oftball 
league. They want a nice, quiet 
neighborhood park. 

They were assured, however, 
that it {i now the Counctl’s 


policy to establish baseball dia- 
monds on schoo] property, not 
on park property, and if a Lit- 
tle League field is built there 
it will be on the adjoining Sler- 
ra Vista Schoo) land. 

Among others present Tues- 
day was a representative of the 


property owner. He told the 
Council if a 30-day moratori- 
um was declared that the 
protestors could get together 
once again with the Parks and 
Recreation Committee the own- 
er would not sell the land to 
anyone else without first Iin- 
forming the city of it yption. 

There were affirmative vol- 


ces among those attending, too, 
but they were outnumbered. 

The Council ther oted to 
postpone any decision on the 
property until the residents 
could once again air their opin- 
ions before the Parks and Ke- 
creation Committee Mon- 
day, Aug. 1. 

The first Council meeting in 
August will be on the 2nd and 
the City Fathers said they will 
take action at that time after 
receiving the Park Commit- 
tee’s recommendation. 


The Board set up a rate of 
$5 per fulltime student for the 
reserve funds in the student 
operated bookstores, The Board 
also decided that profits above

The last policy revision set uy 
a project reserve to accumulate 
funds from year to year for 
major purchase or project 
Money deposited in this fund will 
come from funds in excess of the 
maximum reserves of the 


student body.

Mall gains support 
as Architectural 
Commission is axed

The City Counetl Tuesday 
night gave life to the proposed 
modified mall project by unant- 
mously supporting a $160,000 
downtown parking program but 
in nearly the same breath killed 
off the Architectural Commis. 
Sion by a 3~1 vote, 

The off-street parking plan 
calls for the eity to stand good 
for a $150,000 bond to be paid 
for by the merchants through 
increased business Meense ase 
sessments, 

Jack Atwood, a member of the 
Downtown Revitalization Com. 
mittee, presented the proposal 
to the Council, Ne said the plan 
has the approval of some 35 
businessmen to date with only 
one rejecting the idea, 

He explained that the double 
business license assessment 
would net the city approximate. 
ly $10,000 annually, The bonds, 
including Interest, would then 
be paid off in 15 years, 

The Counetl unanimously 
gave its approval by instruct. 
ing City Attorney Donald F 
Maroney to draw up @ resolu. 
tion adopting the proposal, 

Meanwhile, as the downtown 
merehants and Revitalization 
Committee were receiving the 
plaudits of the councll mem. 
bers for their positive thinking 
and aggressive action, the City 
Fathers sounded the death knell 
for the year-old Ar: hitectural 
Cor/misston, 

Favoring the commisston’s 
demise were Councilmen Max 
Hawkins, Zella Stone and Mayor 
James Christensen, 

Opposed was Counetliman Ro. 
nald Rossitter 

‘We've thrown in the 
sponge,'’’ Rossitter declared 
while suggesting that the or. 
dinance authorizing an Archi- 
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tectural Commission be amen- 
ded to tnelude some form of 
architectural control in the ety, 

Noting that the proposed mall 
would necessitate architectural 
guidance, Rossitter said he 
agreed with this newspaper's 
stand that the commission was 
an essential part of the come 
munity, 

Counetiman Hawkins tn mak- 
ing the motion to do away with 
the commission said “all ithas 
done is obstruct progress,’ He 
added he had nothing against the 
commission members person. 
ally but it had a year to prove 
it#elf and failed,’' 

Councilwoman Stone agreed 
by deseribing the cormmisston 
as “a stumbling block.’ 

‘'T felt the same way about it 
when I was a member of the 
Planning Commission,’ she 
suid. 

The Architectural Commis. 
sion Was under the jurisdiction 
of the Planning Commisaton, 

Although agreeing that the 
Architectural Commisston 
‘didn't funetion in the manner 
it should,’’ Mayor Christensen 
insisted that some redesigna- 
tion or study was necessary to 
establish both architectural po. 
liey and control,

Just what is the purpose of 
the NYC? 

Simply stated it is to teach 


young people between the ages 
of 16 and 21 how to work. 

The youth participating inthe 
program must meet the pov- 
erty requirements set down by 
the federal government and they 


must be tn { a job. 
Currently {ts employ- 





ing 10 boys in the NYC pro- 
gram. The City provides the 
jobs and supervision for the 
young people, the Federal Gov- 
ernment provides the money 
for their salaries. 

NYC workers are only al- 
lowed to work 32 hours a week 
for a $1.25 per hour. In hir- 
ing the youth the City operates 
as a subcontractor to the De- 
pendency Prevention Com- 
mission in San Bernardino 
which handles the NYC pro- 
gram for this County. 

Since the program was Iin- 
stituted in Upland NYC work- 
ers have put in nearly 5,000 
man-hours of work, while the 
City has put in more than 3,500 
hours of supervision. 

Assistant City Administrator 
Lee Travers pointed out that 
the hours of supervision have 

ost the City, but the work 
done by NYC youth has au- 
gmented the beautification of 
the City’s parks, parkways and 
other areas. 

The Government recom- 
mends that a sub-contractor 
supervise 10 per cent of the 
work done. Obviously Upland 
has done more than this, but 
Robert Coates, supervisor of 
public buildings maintenance, 
points out that many of the jobs 
the boys are doing are dan- 
gerous and require closer su- 
pervision.

Achievements of the Cali- 
fornia League of Senior Cit- 
izens and the Old Folks Lobby 
in the 12 months since the 
death of the Founder, George 
McLain, will be discussed 
Tuesday, July 26, at Fours- 
quare Gospel Church, 207 S. 
Campus St., in Upland, start- 
ing at 10:30 a.m. Mr. McLain 
died July 12, 1965. 

A spokesman for the League 
noted that even though Mr. Mc- 
Lain’s death was keenly felt 
by thousands of oldsters th- 
roughout the nation, the League 
has scored important successes 
since his passing. Among these 
were the payment of ‘‘lump 
sum’’ Social Security increases 
to California Old Age Pension- 
ers, the December $2-a-month 
cost of living increase in pen- 
sions, and the January increase 
of $3.50 in Public Assistance 
benefits. 

Currently, the League is 
pushing its Washington, D, C. 
effort for establishment of a 
National Minimum Retirement 
Income plan, to pay all Am- 
ericans 62 years or older $216.- 
50 per month. Blind and dis- 
abled adults would also qualify 
for the Federal pension pay- 
ments.

Uplander’s 
suggestion 
nets $5,000 


K. M. Deasey, design eng- 
ineer, became the first Pomona 
division of General Dynamics 
employe to earn the maximum 
$5,000 cash award for an em- 
ploye suggestion. 

He received the award from 
W. J. Morrow, vice president - 
research and engineering. 

Deasey’s employe sugges- 
tion, which described on ac- 
ceptable method of splicing da- 
maged or broken wires in el- 
ectronic assemblies, will save 
the company an estimated $50,- 
889 the first year. 


Previously many assemblies 
were scrapped when wires were 
damaged or broken. These as- 
semblies were not recom- 
mended for repair because 
wires were encapsulated, leads 
were 3-D welded and some 
assemblies lacked space for 
repair. Conventional type re- 
pair required extensive labor 
and did not assure reliability. 


Deasey, of 47 Spencer, Up- 
land, suggested use of a heat- 
shrinkable solder sleeve to re- 
pair damaged wires on assem- 
blies otherwise acceptable. The 
solder sleeve consists of a 
smal] solder ring surrounded 
by a plastic sleeve. Stripped 
ends of two leads are inserted 
into the solder ring. Very hot 
air is applied causing the solder 
to melt and the sleeve to sh- 
rink. The joint formed is strong 
both electrically and mechan- 
ically.

They said that if the Board 
of Directors favored the pro- 
posal, they as individuals, and 
probably the entire Board of 
Supervisors, would support the 
plan. 

The proposals were contained 
in an Engineering Plan pre- 
pared by James M. Mont- 
gomery, Consulting Engineers, 
Inc., of Pasadena, and a financ- 
ing plan prepared by Bartle 
Wells Associates, Municipal 
Financing Consultants of San 
Francisco. 

The purpose of the proposed 
system is to help lure heavy 
industry into the west end of the 
county where there is an esti- 
mated 20,000 acres that ac- 
cording to the report, ‘‘could be 
classified as industrial lands.”’ 

In explaining the purpose of 
the proposal the financing plan 
said, ‘For more than five years 
the District, with the County De- 
partment of Economic Develop- 
ment, the Chambers of Com- 
merce from Ontario, Fontana 
and Chino and a number of 
other interested organizations 
and individuals has sought to 
provide a nonreclaimable in- 
dustrial waste water outfall 
which will permit disposal of in- 
dustrial waste water which 
+ could be a source of contamin- 
' ation to the underground basin. 

Such a facility willalsogivea 
unique advantage to the West 
End. With such a system and 
large parcels of relatively low 
cost land the area will be ina 
position to attract major indus- 
trial investment in new basic 
manufacturing facilities.’ 
In another section the re- 
port says, ‘‘A definite promo- 
_ tional item is needed to bring 
"the area into its own. No Sou- 
' thern California area with large

‘the facilities for nonreclaim- 
able industrial waste. 
_ ‘The availability of such a 
‘facility in the West End would 
immediately set the area apart 
from all others. Without the 
' special outfall facility, the area

The West End United Fund’s 
third allocation of the year 
has been paid this week to 27 
health, welfare and character 
building agencies serving the 
West End. 

Each quarterly commitment

Chino Basin disposal plan 
presented to supervisors 


Southern California areas of low 
cost land. 

‘‘Professional opinion indi- 
cates that if the industrial dis- 
posa] system were available the 
area would be ideal for basic 
manufacturing industries re- 
quiring large parcels of land 
for future development. Such 
establishments, with high in- 
vestment in plant and equip- 
ment, include plastics, paper 
making, auto and rail equip- 
ment, fabricators, textiles, food 


products, appliance manufac- 
turing, aluminum, paint and 
chemicals.’’ 


A breakdown of the $16 mil- 
lion total cost shows that an 
initial investment of $6,265,000 
will be needed to cover the cost 
of hooking the system tothe Los 
Angeles County outfall sewer in 
Pomona. 

Construction of the main 
trunk lines will cost a total of 
$4,650,000 between 1967 and 
1969. The total cost of construc- 
tion by the time the project is 
completed in 1978, is estimated 
to be $13,840,000. 

The cost to industries using 
the system would start at $4000 
plus a stand-by charge of $80in 
1969 and 1970. The stand-by 
charge will gradually increase 
every year until approximately 
1985 when it will be about $400. 

The initial charge will also 


gradually increase so that in 
1975 acompany just hooking into 
the system will pay $10,000and 
in 1985 a company joining the 
system might pay $20,000. 

The report said that this 
graduated system of charges ts 
to encourage early development 
of the area. 

In addition, the report states 
that a tax rate of 8 cents per 
$100 assessed valuation will be 
required initially to support the 
project. Ultimately all costs of 
the project are expected to be 
repaid through either direct use 
charges or taxes paid by users 
of the system,’’ the report says. 

The report estimates the tax 
range will be from 17 cents a 
month for homes with an as- 
sessed valuation of $2,500 to 
50 cents a month for homes with 
an assessed valuation of $7,500. 

The report also states that 
the Water District presently 
consists of anarea of 241 square 
miles and anexisting population 
of about 212,000 people. Atsatu- 
ration, based on the present 
type of culture, the estimated 
population will approach 1,100,-

Boat enthusiasts warned 
of deep water hazards 


‘Some 40 million Americans 
will take to the water in boats 
of all types and sizes this 
summer--and only about half 
of them can swim well enough 
to save themselves tif they fell 
into deep water,’’ Miss Mar- 
garet Steinbrugge, water safety 
chairman for the Upland Ch- 
apter of the American Red 
Cross, declared today. ‘*That 


is why it is imperative that 
small craft safety rules should 
be carefully observed,’’ she 
emphasized. 

‘“'The Red Cross, a leader 
in the aquatic safety field for 
more than a half-century, re- 


commends that everyone who 
uses the water learn to swim,”’ 
Miss. Steinbrugge continued. 
“But beyond that, there are 
afeguards against trouble that 
every boat operator and pass- 
enger should observe.’’ 

She first listed three basic 
‘Rules of the Road’’: 

1. When boats are 
in, or nearly in, a 
position, each should 
the right 

2. When boats are in a 
crossing situation, the boat on 
the right has the right of way. 

3, When one boat is over- 
taking another, the boat being 
»vertaken has the right of way. 

Also, she reminded, the Rules 
f the Road require power boats 
to give way to marually prop- 
elled or sailboats unless the 
sailboat is overtaking a power 
boat, and that small

These are other boat safety 
tips listed by Miss Steinbrugge: 

Weak swimmers or persons 
who cannot swim should wear 
life jackets at all times when 
on the water in small boats. 
All occupants of boats should 
wear life jackets when haz- 
ardous weather conditions are 
encountered. Boats should 
carry a Coast Guard approved 
life jacket for each passenger. 

Don’t overload. Keep pass- 
engers down toa safe number, 


Don't overpower your boat, 
Your dealer can tell you what 
hoursepower motor tis best for 
the boat. 

Don’t smoke while refueling. 

Don't let passengers of a 
small boat stand up, or sit 
on the gunwales, while under 
way. 


Equip your boat with essential 
gear, including anchor, oars, 
a boat hook, extra line, fire 
extinguisher, tool kit, and first 
aid kit. 

Running lights are a 
for nighttime operation. 

Check U. S. Weather Bureau 
forecasts before taking boat 
out on open water. If you are 
going far, take a radio along 
to keep you posted on chang- 
ing weather conditions. 

Most boats if swamped or 
capsized will remain at the 
surface, so stay with the boat 
until help arrives.

commendation for their foresighted 
neas in closing the Upland Junior High 
School before a major tragedy oc 
curred. It was a wise decision. 

So often public officials are inclined 
to “lock the barn door after the horse 
is stolen.’ to use an old hackneyed 
phrase. However. hackneyed or not, 
the adage still points out that preven- 
tative action is the better course to 
pursue particularly when the health 
and possibly the lives of some 600 atu- 
dents are endangered. 

We recall that some years ago more 
than 490 youngsters toast their lives in 
a school explosion in Texas. Similar 
tragedies of varying causes have been 
recorded throughout the U.S. over the 
years although none to the extent of 
the Texas disaster. 

At Upland Junior High School a thor- 
ough study by architects and engi- 
neers revealed atructural deficiencies 
in the building that could cause it to 
collapse in the event of a major earth- 
quake, 

Further. antiquated gas heaters 
could not be properly vented because 
of the thickness of the school walls, 
while electrical wiring sorely needed 
replacing, 
Earthquakes give 
Sometimes none. 

Fairbanks, Alaska, will never forget 
its disastrous ‘quake of less than two 
years ago, Only the strongest of build- 
ings remained intact. 

Reconstruction of the 38-year-old 
Upland High School building will 
make it safe for years to come, How 
ever, the work cannot be completed 
overnight. Plans and asapecifications 
must be drawn and by the time the 
preliminaries are over actual construc- 
tion won't start until February, 1967. 
Completion date hag been tentatively 
set for January, 1968.
